Tibblin is required to present his 
Swedish court records to the 
Immigration Authorities before they 
can consider whether or not he may 
stay in the United States. 

I have written to Mr. Tibblin urging 
him to comply with this rule so that his 
case may be resolved. 

I have also written to the 
Immigration officials.of my interest in 
this matter, and it is my hope that they 
will give Mr. Tibblin every consideration 
possible when his case is heard.

A letter to Ronald Reagan 


Dear Governor Reagan: 

Subject: Urgent consideration for 
immediate financial assistance from the 
Off-Highway Grants Program, 
Department of Parks and Recreation. 

In January of this year, after two 
long years of negotiations with the 
agencies concerned, the Long Beach 
Safety Council developed and is now 
operating a “safe legal area,” for 
youngsters of all ages (eight to 80) to 
ride their minibikes and motorcycles. 

The eight and one half acres of land 
on which the park is situated are: 

1. Owned by the City of Los 
Angeles. 

2. Leased to the U.S. Navy until 
1979. 

3. Sub-leased by the Navy to the City 
of Long Beach. 

4, Under the jurisdiction of the Parks 
and Recreation Department, City of 
Long Beach to be: 

5. Operated and developed by the 
Long Beach Safety Council under 
contract with them. 

Recently we applied for funds from 
the State Off-Highway Vehicle Grant 
and submitted all of the necessary 
information required through the 
inter-governmental agency, the City of 
Long Beach. As a follow-up to see if our 
request was received and. during a 
conversation on the telephone with Mr. 
Charles. Parker, Park and Recreation 
Specialist, (916) 445-1370, I was 
informed that it takes one year for an 
evaluation to be made and for funds to 
be allocated! I have also learned that 
most of the money received to date 





from this fund has gone for 
administration and that very, very little 
has. been allocated or is left for the 
original purpose for which it was 
intended! This news is most 
disheartening. 

The soil composition of the land on 
which the minibike park is located is 
sand-blasting sand. To make the track 
safe to ride on, it was necessary to 
purchase 8,000 cubic yards of soil at 
approximately $2.00 per cubic yard, to 
cover the entire track. 

We are without immediate funds to 
pay for this improvement, and see none 
forthcoming in the near or distant 
future, unless we receive assistance from 
the State. We, therefore, request your 
assistance in an “early evaluation of our 
application,” and possible payment 
from unexpended funds from last year.

S.L.U.P. fees 


I am extremely concerned about the 
article appearing on page 16 of your 
August 20, 1974, issue of Cycle News 
written by Leslie Richards and dealing 
with the payment of fees due for 
Special Land Use Permits issued by the 
Bureau of Land Management. 

Ms. Richards’ article is inaccurate in 
many .respects. The Solicitor’s Office is 
not authorized to accept fees for the 
Bureau of Land Management and has 
not established a suspense account for 
this purpose. All checks sent to me will 
be returned to the sender. Fees should 
be paid directly and unconditionally to 
the local BLM Office from which the 
Special Land Use Permit is obtained. I 
should also point out that these fees go 
into the Land and Water Conservation 
fund and are not used to finance 


litigation by the Department of the 
Interior. 

I greatly appreciate the opportunity 
of clarifying the position of the 
Solicitor’s Office on this matter for you 
and your subscribers.

National

HILLSBORO, OHIO, AUG. 25 
Can-Am’s Jim Ellis and Kawasaki’s 
Jim Weinert each scored another 
National win as the MX circuit re- 
turned to Ohio for the Highland 
Hills round. 

Ellis, in a race untouched by 
the unlucky shadow that’s been 
following him lately, dominated 
both forty-minute-plus-two-lap motos. 
When Jimmy’s number comes up for a 
ride uninterrupted by mechanical 
bothers, no one cancatch him. Only the 
topmost finishers in the motos managed 
to stay on the same lap. 

For Weinert, the victory made it 
four-in-a-row on the National trail. 
Jimmy made a 2-2 combination work 
for him today as: he followed Tony 
DiStefano and Gary Semics in the two 
motos.

Jimmy Ellis chose the high and wide 
line through turn one, taking the lead 
within seconds after the gate dropped 
and holding it throughout the entire 
race. Mike Kessler (Yam) and Rich 
Eierstedt (Hon) tailed the Connecticut 
Can-Am rider with Eierstedt taking over 
second within the first ten minutes. 
Working up from a mid-pack start were 
Pierre Karsmakers, Rich Thorwaldson, 
Marty Tripes, and Kent Howerton. Gary 
Jones was hustling to overcome a 
seventeenth place handicap. 

By the time the crossed halfway flags 
were displayed, Ellis had established a 
forty-five second cushion over Eierstedt. 
Tripes had Husky'’d through the 
talented field into third, ahead of 
Thorwaldson, Karsmakers, Jones, 
Howerton and Ron Pomeroy. Marty, 
once clear of traffic, continued his 
breakneck pace, closing steadily on 
Eierstedt. 

Five minutes later Tripes caught and 
passed the Team Honda rider claiming 
his finishing position of second..In the 
remaining 15-20 minutes Karsmakers 
moved into third followed by Jones, 
Jim Turner, and Thorwaldson. Kent 
Howerton made a last chance charge to 
try to catch Eierstedt in the last ten feet 
of the moto over the giant mounds at 
the finish line. It appeared that 
Howerton caught Eierstedt in mid-air 
after the second jump, but final scoring 
proved the observation inaccurate. 

From the winner’s points of view, 
round two was a direct copy of the first. 
The Connecticut Kid retraced his 
around-the-outside first turn pattern 
and left second place holder John 
Savitski (Bul) ten seconds behind on the 
first lap. Jim’s dad, obviously concerned 
for his son’s well-being, made a move to 
signal the flying leader to cool it a bit. 

“Let him go,” suggested a feminine 
member of the Ellis entourage as Mr. 
Ellis looked for her reaction to Jim’s 
borderline-controlled riding, “‘He hasn’t 
got that much of a lead, yet.” 

Ellis continued to stretch out the 
margin, slaloming through lapped riders 
for thirty-five minutes of the forty-five 
minute round. 

Pierre Karsmakers left the race early. 
At the end of lap one he cruised into 
the pits after being knocked down, 
bending his handlebars and reinjuring 
his finger.

Jim Weinert won the Open class even though he fell down after another handlebar- 
bash in with Tony DiStefano (see cover), because he got up quickly .. . \ 


and DiStefano just kind of fell over 
all by himself in the same turn a little 
later. 


John Franklin (Pen) took over 
second as Savitski dropped back; but 
Marty Tripes had started better in this 
moto and quickly took over Franklin’s 
position. Jim Turner, who’s beginning 
to make a name for himself on the 
National circuit this summer, ran close 
behind Tripes until the Bultaco’s 
gearbox broke. 

At the fifteen minute mark, Ellis ran 
twenty seconds ahead of Tripes, and 
Peter Lamppu held off Howerton for 
third. Lamppu had fouled a plug in the 
first moto, losing thirty places on the 
first lap. He’d only been able to regain

eighteen of those to finish twelfth in 
that round, but luck was with him now 
and took fourth in the second race. 
Howerton passed him at the thirty 
minute mark. 

Rich Thorwaldson and Gary Jones 
were running a good race that’ carried 
them into the top five positions. Jones 
then ran into a problem when one of 


the Can-Am’s fork legs came adrift 


causing the wheel to twist and the front 
brake cable to tighten whenever the 
wheel came off the ground. Gary slowed 
to finish a conservative cighth. 

Ellis’ impressive 1-1 runaway win was

matched consistency-wise by Tripes’ 2-2 
score. Howerton took third overall with 
an 8-3 combo ahead of Thorwaldson’s 
6-5 and Jones’ 4-8. 

Open 

Maico’s-Gary Chaplin ripped off the 
holeshot at the start of the Open class 
moto. Hot on Chaplin’s tail was Tony 
DiStefano, riding an inspired race in an 
attempt to regain the National points 
lead that he’d lost to Jimmy Weinert on 
the previous weekend. Steve Stackable 
and Bryar Holcomb, both on Maicos, 
led Weinert’s Kawasaki at the end of lap 
one. 

In the next two laps DiStefano, 
Stackable, and Weinert closed on 
Chaplin, forming a_ tightly-packed 
quartet. DiStefano stole the lead 
halfway through lap three as Weinert 
slashed by Stackable for third. More of 
Gary Chaplin’s bad luck caught up with 
him on the next time around, as the gas 
tank’s petcock (believe it or not) broke, 
starving the 400cc motor. Gary stopped 
for repairs, but could only make it back 
to twentieth. No matter...he was 
scheduled to DNF round two with a flat 
tire to top off a perfect rotten luck day. 

Once in second place Jimmy Weinert 
started to close the gap on DiStefano. 
He drew to within striking distance, but 
shook his head to his pit crew’s signals 
of “go”. 

“Maybe shocks,” the mechanic 
speculated when asked about Weinert’s 
apparent inability to overtake the 
leader, “‘they’re topping-out really bad.” 

Jimmy didn’t place the blame on his 
equipment, however, only saying that 
he was just saying no to their signal to 
hustle. 

Meanwhile, Steve Stackable held 
onto his secure third place; Rex Staten 
maintained fourth; and Bob Martindale 
(Bul) held off Terry Clark (Hus) and 
Sonny Defeo (Mai). 

DiStefano’s first moto victory set the 
scene for an exciting round two battle 
over the overall for the day as well as 
the National points lead. It was Husky 
rider Gary Semics, however, .who 
grabbed the lead coming out of turn one 
and ran away with the entire moto. 
Unfortunately for Semics, his first leg 
score of 17th brought him down to 
eighth overall for the afternoon. The 
Husky’s head bearings had loosened, 
forcing a pit stop in that moto for a 
restoration job on the handling. 

As in round one, DiStefano led 
Weinert; and also as in round one, 
Jimmy closed the gap to within passing 
distance. 

Nine laps into the moto, Weinert 
jammed in to bang bars with Tony as 
they’d done time and again in previous 
weeks. This time, however, the outcome 
of the collision was different. DiStefano 
stayed up and flaying while Team 
Kawasaki ate dirt. Then, on the next 
lap, in the same turn, Tony fell all by 
himself! Weinert had lost a lot of 
ground in his fall, but he regained 
almost every foot of it back when 
DiStefano crashed. On the next lap he 
passed and held the position for the 
remainder of the moto. 

Once again, U.S. Sports rider 
Stackable followed the pair; this time in 
fourth. Bryar Holcomb and Mike 
Runyard, both who had finished down 
in the first moto results, took fifth and 
sixth ahead of Terry Clark and Rex 
Staten. 

Weinert’s 2-2 barely edged 
DiStefano’s 1-3 score, as Stackable fell 
into third with a 3-4 total. Fourth was 
eg Staten’s 4-8, followed by Clark’s

INDIANAPOLIS, IND., AUG. 24 


“I tried, damn, I tried. I wanted to 
win so bad but in the last turn — 
the one time I didn’t want to 
break the rear tire loose — it 


broke. Gene got a good drive; I 
didn’t.” 

Doug Schl was talking in the 
hustle of the pits after the trophy 
presentations. “Finishing second in a 
race like that is worse than finishing 
last,” he said. 


The results will show that Gene 
Romero, on his works Yamaha, 
defeated Harley-Davidson riders Doug 
Sehl and Corky Keener, for the win on 
the Indianapolis mile. What they can’t 
show is the drama and excitement that 
only a mile dirt track can provide. 


The evening started out on a surprise 
note for those who try to pick the 
fastest qualifier. Jim Zeigler, 
resplendent in new leathers, clocked his 
ex- Ronnie Rall Harley to a top time of 
39:609. It was not a new record and 
actually went against the odds as Ziggy 
was the first rider out’on the track. 
Others waited until it began to cool, 
hoping the track would get faster; it 
didn’t. Chuck Palmgren and Doug Sehl 
turned in the next fastest times. 

Racing on the mile extracts a terrific 





price for the machinery and with 
practice and time trials out of the way, 
the pits looked like a massive rebuilding 
lot. 

Gearing was the first order of 
business for most of the riders. Those 
who had blown or severely detuned 
their race engine had the option of 
switching or a rebuild. Prior to timing, 
Randy Scott wasted his bike and 
jumped on Sonny Burres’ bike. Rex 
Beauchamp’s race bike was humming, 
but it wasn’t getting the traction needed 
so he went to his spare. “My spare 
always worked out to be my best bike 
anyway.’. Bart Markel was busy 
rebuilding Corky Keener’s gear box. 

The heats proved everyone’s 
anticiaption of a top night with a 
double dose of excitement that kept on 
building until the last checkered flag. 

Don Castro, rapidly recovering from 
his accident earlier this year, led the 
first heat off the line, followed closely 
by teammate Gene Romero, Ricky 
Campbell and Jim Zeigler. Castro held 
off Gene in a side-to-side duel that 
ranged the entire length of the track. 
Castro, using a very tight inside line to 





conserve his strength (his usual style is 
high on the edge of the cushion), was 
nailed by his teammate on lap three, but 
then regained the lead to the finish 
when Romero’s saddle came loose. Ed 
Wirth charged from. fifth to third in 
three laps and then proceeded to put a 
drive on Romero that almost nailed 
Gene at the finish line, Zeigler finished 
fourth. The crowd roared with every 
pass, loving every minute of it and this 
was only the beginning. 

Chuck Palmgren wanted none of that 
heroic dash-to-the-flag, so he lit out 
from the competition for a wire-to-wire 
win in heat two. It took Gary Scott five 
laps to get within a challenging position 
of Palmgren, but to no avail. 

In the back of the pack John Gennai 
and Mert Lawwill were making their 
moves, with Lawwill easing into fourth 
by the halfway mark and Gennai 
slipping into fifth a lap later. The race 
then found Mert fifth, as both Gennai 
and Yamaha-mounted Bill Eves 
slipped by. Lawwill disposed of Eves a 
lap later, to hold fourth while Gennai 
rode a secure third. 

Rex Beauchamp’s spare was his best 
bike and he set out to prove it, and 
cause a little pre-National speculation, 
by turning in the fastest heat. 
Beauchamp disposed of Keener for the 
lead three laps into the race, leaving 
Corky and Hank Scott fighting for 
second as were Dave and Doug Sehl for 
the fourth and final transfer spot. 
Keener and Scott swapped back and 
fourth until the eighth lap when Scott 
took over for good. Doug zapped 





brother Dave on lap 7 and established a 
little breathing room. 

Kenny Roberts put on the biggest 
drive of any of the heat races as he 
pulled from almost last place on the 
first lap of heat four to fourth on the 
second go-around and then second on 
the next. John Hateley grabbed the lead 
at the start but Roberts was hauling him 
in rapidly (crowd reaction was the main 
indication of just how rapidly, as a roar 
would go up every time Roberts closed 
up the gap). 

On the eighth lap Roberts nailed 
Hateley down the back straight, holding 
on through the ninth until the last turn 
of the final lap. Roberts and Hateley 
emerged from turn four side by side 
with Hateley taking the flag by a 
narrow half-bike margin. 

Back in the pits Hateley’s mechanics 
discovered a missing rear axle nut; it was 
the cause of John backing off on lap 
eight. He thought the tire was going flat. 
Roberts had also had a problem, 
noticing a power loss im the closing laps. 
It was to be his downfall in the 
National. 

Larry Darr and Jimmy. Maness made 
quick work of the first semi to take the 
transfer spots. 

The second semi saw the only 
accident of the night as Dave Aldana 
crashed and Steve Morehead, trying to 
avoid Aldana, hit his bike. This time 
Aldana got hurt. He suffered a fractured 
pelvis. On the restart Dave Sehl again 
took the lead with the last transfer spot 
up for grabs until the last lap, when a 
determined Mark Williams emerged

from the pack to nab Randy Scott for 
the spot. 

Georgian Roger Crump, back in form 
after a crash earlier this year, put on a 
hard charge in the Trophy final but it 
fell short as he and Ricky Campbell 
raced to the flag only feet apart. 
Campbell barely took the win. 

By now the crowd was limp from 
cheering and excitement, but the best 
was yet to come. 

The pits were a flurry of action with 
new tires, gearing, suspension changes 
and a dozen other jobs going on among 
the 20 riders in the National. Jim 
Zeigler, whose time-trial settings had 
not worked in the heat, was very busy. 
Chuck Palmgren and his mechanic were 
busy making sure that an exhaust 
megaphone would not come off as one 
had in the heat race. Gary Scott 
changed tires’ and gearing as did John 
Gennai, but he adjusted his chassis also. 
John Hateley was double checking his 
rear axle nuts and liberally coating them 
with Loc-Tite. Hank Scott, in his first 
race back on the circuit since his back 
injury, was saying ‘‘I feel good and I’m 
going to go as fast as I can” while 
smiling Don Castro was going to “give it 
a whirl.” 

Mark Williams, John Gennai, Ed 
Wirth and Terry Dorsch found 
themselves immediate victims of starting 
line creep and landed on the penatly 
line because of it. Hank Scott, favored 
with a front row starting position on the’ 
8-8-4 man grid, found himself without

low gear and was almost last rider away. 

Gary Scott immediately jumped into 
the lead but his tires, which were 
sticking for the opening laps, started to 
fade only laps later. 

Rex Beauchamp bumped Scott for 
the lead on the third lap with Keener, 
Palmgren, Hateley, Roberts, Romero, 
Doug Sehl and Don Castro making up 
the leading group at better than 91 
miles per hour average speed. 

Instead of spreading out, the pack 
tightened and the suspense grew. The 
race became an epic battle played out at 
120 miles per hour with chins on the 
tank and left hands clutching the front 
fork tube. Drafting that in early laps had 
contained only two or three riders, were 
trains of five and six by the halfway 
point. Leading coming out of turn two 
was no indication that you would even 
be in the top five by the time you 
reached turn three. It was that close. 

Rex Beauchamp held the lead (at 
least where it counted — on the finish 
line) until the ninth lap with Doug Sehl 
moving up into the Keener, Scott, 
Palmgren pack by lap seven. Roberts, 
who had moved into sixth on lap four 
pulled off around the tenth lap with a 
suspected blown head gasket. Jim 
Zeigler dropped out a few laps earlier 
with mechanical problems. 

Keener took over the lead on lap ten 
handing it over to Palmgren and then 
Beauchamp then back to Keener. By 
now the front-running pack consisted of 
(in no particular order, since it changed 


constantly depending on where you 
were on the track) Keener, Scott, Doug 
Sehl, Beauchamp, Chuck Palmgren and 
Gene Romero. Gene got lost in the early 
lap shuffle but was making up time for 
last week when “all I got was my 
leathers dirty.” 

Doug Sehl pulled a slingshot on the 
pack and emerged in the lead on lap 15 
and through the next five laps seemed 
secure as the positions behind him 
changed so often that it was impossible 
to keep track. Terry Dorsch rode a lone 
seventh while Dave Sehl was trying in 
vain to get past Mert Lawwill; he had 
the drive. but his bike lacked the power. 

John Gennai, the victim of a badly 
chunking tire, was dropping back as was 
John Hateley, who was plagued again 
with the axle nuts coming loose. Ed 
Wirth’s engine gave up the fight, but Ed 
found that it was a lucky stroke since 
his rear wheel spokes were coming 
apart. Hank Scott dropped out a lap 
later. Castro kept plugging away, but 
without the stamina to ride the fast high 
line he was mired back in tenth. 

Doug Sehl continued to maintain the 
lead through the twenty-third lap while 
the ever-changing scene behind him set 
for the last big push. Beauchamp, earlier 
a prime contender, was now suffering 
from an on-again, off-again one cylinder 
engine and his first was over, although 
secure in sixth place. 

Exiting turn two on lap 24 Romero 
pulled out of the draft and, taking 
Keener along, went into the lead

dropping Sehl to third. The trio then 
pulled a few feet ahead of Scott and 
Palmgren who were charging as if theirs 
were the only race. 

Romero held the lead on the white 
flag but only by the barest of margins 
and Sehl tucked in past Keener for 
second to start a 120 mile per hour 
charge, handlebar to handlebar, with 
Romero down the back straight. They 
raced into turn three side by side and, 
from the deafening roar of the crowd, 
you could tell neither one was giving an 
inch. 

Emerging from turn four Romero 
took the inside line and, with a better 
drive, pulled a bike-length lead over Sehl 
at the flag. Keener, only feet from 
Sehl’s rear wheel, was third. Scott and 
Palmgren crossed almost in a dead heat 
with the nod to Scott for fourth. It was 
one helhiva race! 

Winner Gene Romero, mentally and 
physically exhausted from the race as 
well as concerned for the condition of 
fellow Team Mexican rider Dave 
Aldana, summed it.all up. “I don’t want 
to have to go through that again.” 

There is no racing like the mile. e

Racing five nights 
a week will eat up at least one tire a 
week at the average cost to each rider of 
$40. Many are going back and picking 
out tires that are not as worn as others 
and remounting them for use. Others 
are going back to the 19-inch wheel 
rather than the 22-inch currently being 
used. 

Jeff Sexton has reached a working 
medium with a 21-inch motocross wheel 
that he had recast to fit his speedway 
bike. 
` Dubb Ferrell, Tuesday night’s winner 
of the Handicap Main Event, did it on a 
Sears and Roebuck class C tire cut by 
hand to his own design. 


Bakersfield, California 
August 21, 1974 


Dubb, Ferrell’s steady riding Tuesday 
night was overshadowed Wednesday at 
Bakersfield by a ride in the ambulance. 
After hurtling some eight feet in the air 
and hitting a concrete wall, Dubb was 
hit from behind in a no-fault race 
accident. Mark Cherf caught a rut and 
did a wheel stand, colliding with 
Ferrell’s rear wheel, sending him nearly 
over the ten-foot wall that holds up the 
front of the grandstands. [t was thought 
at the time that Ferrell had broken no 
less than his back, both hips and legs, 
but I am happy to report that he was at 
Costa Mesa Friday night in the stands as 
a fan with just a lot of bruises. 

The ambulance just came back from 
delivering Ferrell when it was called in 
again to assist Scott Sivadge in a very 
similar type of crash. This time it was 
Steve Gresham getting into the side of 
Scott after hitting the same spot on the 
track, getting too much traction and 
doing a wheelie over Scott. Scott cut his 
left hand and twisted an ankle but did 
ride the next night. In-between all the 
bumps and grinds there was some 
outstanding riding turned in. 

Rick Smith has been carrying a good 
luck cigar but never got the chance to 
light up until Wednesday when he won 
the Handicap Main Event. ` 

If Mike Bast lit up a cigar after every 
win he has had this year he would be a 
major pollution source. Mike racked up 
his 39th win of the season and this was 
the 37th time it was in a Scratch Main 
Event. The other two wins were in 
Handicap Main Events.

season at OCIR. The promoter called 
me with this sad information. There are 
several reasons for the short season (all 
of course concern money) but 
nevertheless Division Two and Three 
tracks are the backbone of the sport. 

OCIR has been directly responsible 
for many of the top guns now racing in 
Division One. 

Small crowds and a big overhead are 
the number one and two reasons for the 
early track closure, but some of the 
blame lies with the riders themselves. 
Most ride five nights a week and they 
sign up one full week in advance to ride 
so that the promoter can make up his 
program. During the week he may find 
it necessary ‘to replace one or more 
riders due to injuries. This is to be 
expected. But the real problem is the 
rider who does not show up for no good 
reason, after he has signed a contract 
with the promoter promising to ride. 
There is a fine laid on by the SRA for 
such actions, but it has not been much 
of a deterrent. 

This past Wednesday night saw fine 
racing, with Tom Sawyer winning the 
Scratch Main Event over Bill Firnhaber.

August 22, 1974 


Dan Becker got his second Scratch 
Main Event win of the week Thursday 
night when he held off the charges of 
Sonny Nutter, Steve Bast and Bill Gray 
on a very deep track that had several 
truck-loads. of new earth laid down on 
it. 

Early in the evening it looked as if 
the injury flag had been carried from 
Bakersfield to Irwindale when Rick 
Woods slid out all by himself, only to be 
hit when Steve Gresham laid his bike 
down to avoid hitting Woods.

It was 
pretty bad with no one trying to 
put a stop to it. 

The Crack-of-Dawn started just after 
with the first riders out when it was just 
light enough to see, Next to a night 
enduro (which we had just come from) 
running at this time of morning is the 
way to go during the hot summer 
months. 

The first loop headed up a sand wash 
for a couple of miles and then turned 
left into a canyon. Unfortunately there 
weren't any turn arrows here and many 
people went straight. About a half mile 
up the trail they picked up the course as 
it wound back around the hills. If the 
riders didn’t backtrack they missed the 
three mile check and, more importantly, 
a check was located just 3.6 miles from 
the start. The canyon was challenging 
with a rocky hill to climb. Some of the 
smaller motorcycles had a tough time 
getting up along with some very novice’ 
riders but for good riders, it wasn’t too 
awfully difficult. The first check was 
also a tiebreaker and the checkers were 
really working their tails off as the 
riders came in, in bunches; they hadn’t 
had a chance to string out yet. This 
check was the only secret check on the 
first loop excluding the finish check 
which SRA does not classify as a 
“known” check — you have to come in 
on your minute, not early. The lack of 
checks declassifies the run into more of 
a supervised trail ride than a true 
enduro. Is this bad? It depends on 
whether you're a serious enduro rider or 
not. The majority of the riders entered 
did not carry a watch or speedometer so 
it didn’t matter to them. They were out 
having fun. For the enduro rider it is 
frustrating to ride a whole loop with 
just one check. 

SRA did a good job laying out an 
enduro in the small area where the run 
was. Most riders had to flog it pretty 
good to maintain the averages but this 
meant it was too fast for the small fry. 
The faster riders were constantly passing 








wasn’t too happy that SRA wanted his 
kid to ride both loops. The kid was on a 
90cc Yamaha but SRA changed him to 
a one looper after the kid finished the 
first loop. 

There were a lot of riders getting lost 
right off the start of the second loop, 
for two reasons. First the second loop 
was marked with white ribbon which is 
hard to see anyway and then the course 
took off at a right angle just 50 feet out. 
Second, a lot of riders thought the start 
was like a hare and hound, go as fast as 
you can. They blew right by the trail 
going off to the right and headed out 
into the vast Mojave Desert following 
the trail, not the ribbon. A couple of 
arrows would have prevented a lot of 
problems. 

The second loop was easier than the 
first but the white ribbon was a problem 
to follow at times. SRA has the knack 
of laying out a good enduro but could 
improve things with a little more work 
in setting up turn arrows and improving 
the pit racing situation. Then add a 
couple of more checks per loop and 
they would make everyone happy. e 


So what if it’s not the beach? It’s 
not overcast, either. 


While the course went right, a lot 
of tracks went straight on. Bit of a 
problem seeing white ribbon in the 
slanting light.

Hootin” 
around in 
the desert 
darkness

LUCERNE VALLEY, CAL., AUG. 24 


After an absence of two years of 
night enduros, CRC decided to 
promote their Owl Hoot. It’s a 
shame more riders didn’t show up 
to ride it, since it was a whole lot 
of fun. 

The riders who did show up 
participated in a nice pressureless 
ride, which during the summer is the 
only way to go. Riding a night enduro is 
quite different than riding a normal day 
enduro. For the serious time keepers, it 
was a lot of work to rig up exotic 
lighting systems to illuminate all their 
dials, computers, roll charts, etc. One 
dude on a 250 Penton had what 
appeared to be a fluorescent lamp lighting 
his equipment. Checking it closer it 
turned out to be a chemical emergency 
light which is activated by breaking a 
capsule to produce light for four or five 
hours to light up his timekeeping 
goodies. Ingenious. The most common 
method of lighting was a little light bulb 
rigged up over the instruments to light 
them up. Also, many riders had miner’s 
lights rigged to their helmets or 
flashlights taped to their visors to aid in 
instrument lighting and seeing the trail. 

The first rider left at 10:01 for 62 
miles of dark riding. At the three mile 
check it was really something to look 
back and see all those headlights coming 
at you. The night was just right for 
riding temperature-wise with just a

jersey. CRC laid out a course which 
would have been a bore during the day 
but was just right at night, a lot of 
fireroads and easy trails. The hardest 
thing about riding at night is the dust. 
It’s just like riding in dense fog. Spooky. 
It could have been dangerous on a hard 
course but CRC did an excellent job in 
picking the layout. The first check was 
quite a ways out and we smelled it out 
as we approached a little hill and sure 
enough there it was. Good old Jerry 
(my riding partner) had his timekeeping 
down pat and led us in right on time. 

The course was marked pretty well 
except at one spot about two miles 
from the end of the first loop. Either a 
turn arrow got knocked down or it 
wasn’t there to begin with but a lot of 
riders were going up a wash instead of a 
road. It was mostly follow the leader 
time. On a well marked enduro course if 
you go 50 yards without seeing a ribbon 
it’s time to back track. Most got back 
on the right trail without losing too 
much time. Now it was race time into 
the finish and that is a thrill at night. It 
was interesting to see how fast we could 
go at night (within reason of course). 

A 45 minute break to get things 
squared away for the second loop and a 
lot of riders are working on their 
lighting systems. There’s crazy Jerry 
Sparks. He burned his headlight out just 
before the enduro so he taped a 
flashlight to his handlebars and one to 
his helmet and rode the enduro anyway. 
I’m surprised he’s still alive. 

The second loop was faster than the 
first but still’ fun. The first check was 
located at the bottom of a short but 
steep sand downhill and if you hesitated 
you were late to the check. It’s a very 
strange feeling to stick the front wheel 
over an edge with the light shining out 
into space and start down. You can’t see 
much, Hey hey hey, zeroed the check 
48 seconds into our minute, Jerry’s time 
keeping is superb. Leaving the check the 
run headed into a rock field which 
really wasn’t that bad. Maybe we’re 
used to riding at night now. 








More sand washes, roads, including a 
mining road which wound up some 
small mountain out there somewhere. (I 
had no idea where as I was totally 
disoriented. I know the area pretty good 
but at night it’s easy to get turned 
around. 

Ah, another check. What! We’re a 
minute late! That turkey, Jerry! Where 
did he learn to timekeep? It’s all his 
fault! 


The last three miles into, the finish 
were the dustiest. At times you couldn’t 
see your front wheel. Finally we hit the 
road leading into the pits and to the end 
of a fine enduro. CRC had nice finisher 
pins but ran out towards the end. With 
only 200 riders that’s a real bummer. I 
know CRC was trying to cut their losses 
but that’s cutting it a little close. 


There were quite a few zeros so it 
will be up to the tiebreaker checks to 
decide the winner. Four seconds lost 
between two tiebreaker checks was the 
best score I heard. At night, that’s 
really incredible. 

For the real enduro freaks it was 
time to load up and head on over to 
Adelanto for SRA’s Crack-of-Dawn 
Enduro. It’s now three a.m. We’re all 
crazy. e 


Traffic control at the checks got 
hectic at times, with more strange 
things still coming in out of the night.

Quentin Hogan (Kaw 900) lapped 


everyone on his way to a runaway 


victory in the Oregon Motorcycle 
Road Racing Association’s $1,000 


purse exhibition race ran today. 
The 50 mile race, held in conjunc- 
tion with a NASCAR stock car 
race at scenic city-owned Portland 
International Raceway, featured slick 
rubber and oil laid down during car 
qualifying coated with a fine rain on 
some parts of the bumpy river-bordering 
course. 

Two classes, 350-500 and 501-Open, 
were run together, separated at the start 
by a few seconds between waves. Both 
Hogan and lightweight class winner Bob 
Tigert (Yam 350) won first place in 
class and $135 without the benefit of 
the fastest machines in their classes. 


The first time the race was started, 
Hogan, Bob Crossman (Kaw, 900) of 
California Kawasaki, Jamie McCornack 
(Kaw 750), and Art Friedman (Kaw 
750), Associate Editor of Cycle Guide, 
were first into the first turn. Of those 
four, only three made it to the next 
turn. It seems McCornack was worried 
about his H2-not making the full 50 
miles on the stock gas tank capacity, so 
he rigged an auxiliary tank half into the 
tail section of the bike, half where the 
stock seat usually fits, secured by a 
bungee cord. The outfit, according to 
Dave Hagen (who was behind 
McCornack on the grid), “was dripping 
gas on the starting line.” The go-juice 
found its way onto the rear tire, so he 
slid off the track while braking after the 
long straight, piled into soft dirt, and 
flipped end over end six or eight times. 
The bike was demolished, and the race 
was restarted after McCormack was 
hauled away. He was found to be 
uninjured and later returned to the 
track to spectate. 

The restart was a little different. 
Crossman led the charge, with Hogan 
tagging along after being pulled on the 
start straight and Friedman third. 
Exhibition Engineering’s Scott Clough 
(Yam 350) beat arch rival and 1974 
AFM 350 Production class Points 
Leader Bob Tigert (Yam 350) and his 
Harry Hunt tuned RD away from the 
start and held first 350-500 class 
machine for almost one lap. 

Crossman kept his fast Z1 in the lead 
the second time around, but Tigert, 
with experience racing" at - Portland, 
passed Clough’s faster machine and 
started stretching it out in the 350-500 
battle. Gene -Brown (Yam 350) 
pressured Clough at the same time for 
second. 

One lap later it was the way it would 
be for each class until only a few laps 
from the finish. Hogan was blasting 
away from the big bikes, trailed by 
Crossman and then Friedman farther 
back, and Tigert was already heading up 
into the slower Open class bikes as he 
led the 350-500 class in front of 
now-second-place Brown and then 
Clough. 

Hogan almost lost it as the first 
drizzles floated down from the 
gathering clouds, gassing it too early out 
of sweeping turn four. He saved it, and 
was lapping backmarkers by his fifth 
time around the two mile course. Tigert 
was putting the pressure on fourth Open 
class rider Gil Ortmayer (750 Kaw) as 
the pair moved closer to Friedman, who 
started to see how slow he could go and 
still hold his position on the 
ever-slickening, track. KEK 








By the time Hogan was about to lap 
them near the halfway point, Tigert in 
fourth was wheel to wheel with 
Friedman in third, with Ortmayer right 
behind. Hogan lapped them all. 

Both Tigert and Ortmayer passed 
Friedman soon afterwards, and having 
discovered just how fast he had to go, 
Art gassed it up and retook third. 

Cruising through the infield in search 
of photos, train of thought was 
suddenly interrupted by the wafting 
sound of the PA system. ‘And here 
comes Larry Lim, Number Four, of 
Team Purple Toad.” Wonderment at 
last place getting such good publicity as 
his bike blew up disappeared suddenly. 
The rain came tumbling down, and with 
it three riders and a lot of cash. 

Clough, still in third eyen though 
Brown had run off the wet and slippery 
track at one point and lost a few 
seconds getting back on course, entered 
turn six on both wheels and exited 
sliding sideways into the dirt. The race, 
which according ‘to riders meeting 
announcements was to have been called 
in event of rain, was in its 23rd lap for 
Clough. A few riders managed to 
control their slides as they went through 
the corner slower than Clough tried to, 
and Scott had enough of a cushion and 
was up and racing quickly enough to 
only lose one place to Mike Whittlesey 
(Yam 350), before the finish one lap 
and three turns later. 

Seconds after Clough had gotten 
going again, his buddy Bob Crossman, 
almost a full lap ahead with only one 
lap and three turns to go before he 
collected $100 for second place behind 
Hogan, came through the same turn on 
the same line at the same speed with the 
same results: Slide, tumble, and roll. 
Try as he might, both pushing up and 
down and across the track and hitting 
the electric starter, Crossman could only 
watch as Hogan lapped him well ahead 
of already-lapped Friedman, who 
cruised by, foot down, crossed up a tad, 
and sliding as he wrestled his stock-bar 
equipped Kawasaki through three more 
slides into the $100 Open class second 
place spot, with Ortmayer right behind. 
Crossman’s Kaw still sat with the points 
cam protruding outside the points cover 
and bent upward when Gary Bade (350 
Yam) came through the corner and 
crashed. Three bikes down and 
countless others sliding in one corner 
with nary a yellow flag seen! 

Even though Crossman’s -Kawasaki 
was hauled into the pits aboard a truck, 
he picked up fourth place money since 
he had lapped all but three in the class. 

Later in the pits, Tigert’s lady showed 
a four leaf clover she found before the 
race. Maybe that’s why Bob never erred 
all the way to the purse’ money payoff. 

Even Team Purple Toad picked up 
$10 for a DNF — everyone who finished 
one lap got paid something. Then the 
stock cars slithered out onto the course, 
and the bike pits thinned out. It had 
been a real trip. e

He 
sawed the crankshaft in half and attempted to break the record using six cylinders, but 
on the first pass the connection between the engines failed, and he was forced to make 
his back-up run on the four cylinders of the front engine only. It was not fast enough 
for a new record.

Mikkola nearly fell off with the 
excitement. He slowed right up and 
waited for next man Aberg to catch him 
up, and as they drew alongside, Heikki 
shook his fist, in defiance. Aberg

acknowledged, and then they both set 
off again, racing in earnest to the end.

Swedish 250 
MX GP: 


It’s USSR or 
Czechoslovakia

UPPLANDS-VASBY, SWEDEN, 
AUGUST 11, 1974 

This year’s 250cc World Cham- 
pionship Motocross series is going 
to be drawn out to the last round 
too — that was the result of a 
Swedish cliffhanger on “‘Tealeaf”’ 
Hansen’s home course. of 
Upplands-Vasby on Sunday. 
Russian Gunnady Moisseiev has 
141 net points, compared to runner-up 
Jaroslav Falta’s 129 — but Falta has 
only notched up eleven of the necessary 
twelve races to count so far. So while 
Moisseiev can only increase his lead 
marginally, Falta. can still swoop in at 
the finish to beat him. 

After start of the Swedish duel local 
hero Torleif engaged in some crowd 
raising antics with ‘his close friend, and 
1973 champion Hakan Andersson 
now fully recovered from his injuries 
and back in impressive style. Hakan 
took over from the start of the first 
race, but in four laps Torleif had moved 
up from seventh to challenge him, A 
7,000-person crowd rose as he passed 
the Yamaha on a steep downhill jump, 
and they raced neck and neck. 

Just two laps from the end, they 
came over. one of the fast jumps 
side-by-side and collided. Neither fell, 
but Torleif careened off the track for 
some moments, and, incredibly, Hakan 
waited for his mate to catch him up 
before rejoining the battle. It was a 
sporting gesture which cost him the win, 
and gave Hansen his third Grand Prix 
victory of the season — just. 

Meanwhile, the championship battle 
was going on between Moisseiev and 
Falta in mid-field, and it ended with 
Falta falling and retiring, and Moisseiev 
working his way up to a useless fifth in 
front of super-quick Tarao Suzuki 
(Yam). Sylvain Geboers (Suz) went well 
in the early stages, but he slowed with 
engine trouble and dropped out of the 
leaderboard, leaving the battle for third 
to be decided between two other 
Belgians — the old king, Joel Robert 
(Suz), and the new young pretender 
Harry Everts (Puch). Joel got the 
decision. 

Jim Pomeroy fell off shortly after 
the start, and withdrew to make repairs. 
At the gate of the second race, he was 
allfired up to make amends and led 
Andersson and Hansen into the first 
turn. 

Moisseiev was determined and 
worked his way through the Swedes to 
the front at mid-distance, as Jim began 
to tire and fall further back, suspecting 
power loss from the Bul. Falta came up 
into third too, but couldn’t hold off. 
Hansen, who pressed on to become the 
top scorer of the day. e

I’ve looked all over and I can’t come 
up with any road racing cylinders you 
can buy. You will have to have the ones 
on your bike built for you. I know of 
only two shops that have any road 
racing experience: Suzuki City in 
California, phone (213) 674-1431 and 
E.C. & Walker in Florida, phone (305) 
737-6917. If sent down to me I would 
have to have the complete engine and 
you will have to be ready to have your 
bike tied up for awhile because I won’t 
build it except one way. It will be dyno 
built which takes time but assures us 
both that the end result is what you 
need. 

For frames, try Redline, phone (213) 
886-1728. 

For shocks, you're going to have to 
have some pretty short ones probably 
built for you. On wheels and tires I’d 
Jook at the road racing articles and see 
what the fast boys are using. They can’t 
be too wrong. 


Down range power 


I want to bring the power down in 
the range on the ‘73 250 MX Yamaha at 
the expense of a new enduro cylinder. 

I was planning on making the 
exhaust and the intake the same as the 
MX barrel, but what would be done to 
the transfers and boost ports? Maybe 
widen transfers or boost? Raise transfers 
and leave boost ports stock, or vice 
versa? Increase stinger diameter? Thanks 
loads for your help. r

First thing I’d do before I spent the 
bucks for a new cylinder would be to 
buy an enduro piston assembly. First 
oversize and bore the cylinder to .0025 
clearance; be cool about breaking it in 
so you won’t stick it. The enduro piston 
is a two ring piston (Dyke ring on the 
top) and straight rail on the bottom. 
This piston will improve your low end a 
bunch. 

If you do get an enduro cylinder and 
raise your exhaust port up the same as 
your MX cylinder you’re going to be in 
the same boat that you’re in now. From 
top dead center to where the exhaust 
opens is the most critical port in the 
cylinder because this is where your 
power stroke is. I think I know what 
you want your bike to do. You want it 
Just like my own personal riders want 
their racers to be, pull like a 501 Maico 
off the bottom and run like a Yamaha 
road racer on the top end, Well, if frogs 
had wings he wouldn’t bump his butt 
when he jumped either. 

You can get close to having your pie 





with ice cream on it. Try the piston trip 
first. If you’re not happy with that, get 
the enduro cylinder and raise the 
exhaust .025 and raise the transfers 
-050. This will give you what you want. 


Shifting backward 


Being raised on Japanese and 
European machinery, I have grown 
quite accustomed to shifting gears on 
the left and braking on the right. When 
riding my B50 BSA MX I find it avery 
Spine chilling experience to be under 
hard acceleration in third grear and stab 
the brake pedal or come down a steep 
hill with a hairpin turn at the bottom, 
reach for the brake, and hit neutral. 

Now, some people say give it time 
and I'll get use to the bike, but I like my 
reflexes just the way they are. 

How can I switch sides of the braking 
and gearing of this bike? Does someone 
manufacture a kit? Can a shop perform 
the operation? What parts could I scrape 
up to do it myself? Also, I would like to 
retain the one down and three up gear 
pattern,

Mike, good thing that you’re in the 
Navy and have free medical care because 
it sounds like you're going to need it. 
Don’t feel bad, I was born with two left 
feet also when it comes to shifting an 
English bike and I never could master 
doing things backwards. I called BSA 
and talked to the R and D Department. 
They don’t have a kit and never made 
one. I couldn’t come up with anyone 
who has ever made a kit. But one thing I 
do know is that there is no way to do it 
inside the engine. What I would do is try 
and figure out a way to make a lever 
type system with a rod that goes under 
the bike and makes it shift on the left 
side. It will not be a fun job but one 
that you should be able to handle. If 
not, back up three steps and punt.

Impreglon 


I understand there is a company in 
Fullerton, California that has a process 
called Impreglon. It is claimed that this 
process is unique in that Teflon (R) is 
impregnated into the metal. Now this 
outfit claims that a treated piston is 
much less likely to seize and will last 
much longer. My questions are: 

1) Do you have any information on 
this process? 

2) Does it work? 

3) If it does work, could various 
parts of suspension units be treated?

Yes, I do know something about it. I 
was contacted by this company a few 
weeks ago and they explained what 
their process is all about. In short, 
Impreglon is a process in which they 
penetrate right into the metal, 

1) It is not a surface coating. Actual 
penetration of the surface occurs during 
the process. It produces a mechanical

and thermal fusion of the impregnated 


fluoropolymers. (That big word there is - 


the special trick compound.) Don’t 
confuse this process with the spray-on 
Teflon (R) that you have on your frying 
pan. 

2) Does it work? That’s the next 
question that I have to answer and you 
will see all the details im our new 
column called, “E.C.’s Test Bench” ina 
short time. I’m in the process of having 
two of my Maicos and two of my 125 
Tyrans treated now in Florida with 
which I will be doing the testing. 

3) If it’s steel and it moves against 
any kind of surface it can be treated. 


Super Rat 


I wish to modify my 1972 Hodaka 
Super Rat. What recommendations 
would you make as to fuel oil mixture, 
porting techniques, a larger carb, 
exhaust systems, proper jetting, boring 
out? Presently I have a Webco head, 
combined with a G.E.M. reed valve. I 
have been thinking about the kit that 
you make for the Barnt bikes. I would 
appreciate any help you can give me on 
this matter.

1) Fuel oil mixture; I’ve used every 
oil there is at one time or the other, but 
I think that I’ve finally come up with 
what I like the best. This is what I’m 
running in all my Florida Pro team bikes 
at the moment: HRL two stroke oil, 
mixed 32:1. in my 125 bikes and 20:1 
in my 250 and 450 Maicos. 

These are Pro bikes and we have 
watched them very closely during this 
seriés race and have had no seizure, no 
bearing loss, less wear than any of the 
other oils and no carbon build up. As 
far as horsepower, I haven’t had a 
chance to dyno. that part but my 
memory tells me that it wasn’t the 
highest output when Dirt Bike tested it. 
But that doesn’t mean too much. 
There’s horsepower in heat, for a short 
time and I’m not interested in flash 
horsepower just as long as it makes the 
complete moto with the same amount 
that I started out with. 

2) Dig out your back issue of Cycle 
News, Feb. 19, 1974. I had an article on 
the Dirt Squirt that I think will answer 
most of your questions. Or if you wish 
you can send your complete top end 
down to my Florida shop and we will be 
glad to look at it for you and advise you 
of what to do with it. I get the feeling 
that it’s been worked on before: 

3) If you’re looking for horsepower 
you will need a reed pipe. Have your 
dealer order an E.C. pipe for you to fit 
the type of riding you do most. I can’t 
list them all but there are 117 different 
pipes that we build for Hodaka only. 

4) The alloy top end like the Barnt 
bikes and the serious racers use costs 
$300. What do you get for that kind of 
money? Well, a top end that has taken 
me two years to perfect. They’re made 
in all sizes from 80cc to 140cc. Top end

prepared by Tom Tryon, which 
Alan Lampkin tootled to a Gold 


Medal finish in the Massachussetts 
International Six-Days Trial. It was 
purchased as-is from the new 
Norton Villiers Triumph company 
for $1,100. It is just nicely broken in 


and steeped with the aroma of 
Unberslade Hall and warm Gunk. 


What Tryon did to make a 
near-worldbeater out of the Spitfire-era 
500cc twin was not a whole lot. A little 
more, perhaps, than the savvy enduro 
buff would need to do to. make a stock 
Trophy Triumph respectable, but 
nothing like the moonshot preparation 
that the average 6-Days Gold winner gets. 


To make the bike handle, he installed 
Rickman forks and front wheel, with a 
beefed-up stem to take the extra weight. 
The rear wheel was swapped for a BSA 
quick-change wheel and brake hub. 
Plastic fenders replaced steel and the 
electrics were re-strung to eliminate the 
battery and ignition switch, then 
carefully soldered to Enduro lights 
(6-Days bikes have to be “street legal” 
at all times), The clumsy muffler was 
thrown out and an early Trophy silencer 
is mounted high up at a jaunty angle. 
Chere is a bulb horn in place of the 
electric hooter. 

A new cover was riveted to the seat, 
with a zipper running halfway around, 
making the saddle a tool box as well. 
When I got the bike the seat contained 
an old drive chain, a new gearshift, a 
broken throttle cable and a box wrench 
wrapped in a dirty rag. 

Redundant systems were installed 
where 6-Days rules forbade 
replacement. There are three coils (the 
spare has not been needed) two tail 
lights (one had been knocked off) a 
nifty chain oiler and extra springs and 
clamps holding on the muffler. 

After washing off the Massachussetts 
mud, the Lampkin Triumph seems 
ready to go get another Gold, It starts 
on the first prod, its high-compression 
cylinders sucking Ethyl and air from a 
single monobloc carburetor. The 
engine percolates quietly and you can 
hear all those lifters lifting and dropping 
on the cam followers and pushrods 
pushing and releasing rocker arms and 
valves rushing open and slamming shut 
and pistons pounding. The tailpipe 
emits a rippling note. It doesn’t sound 
like it is making popcorn. 

It’s down for low with a loud 
gnashing of gearteeth (unless you freed 
the clutch before starting the engine) 
and the clutch engages at your fingertips 
and the whole thrashing, gnashing 
mechanism turns on the bass volume 
and rolls smartly up and away. 

The way to opeřate British 
machinery is on and off. That is, turning 
the throttle in and out so that the 
machinery is always backing ọff or 
charging. This keeps the mating surface 
of the bearings reliably in a state of 
thrust, and minimizes the hammering of 
an engine running free. Trying to 
maintain a constant speed on a Triumph 
is bad for the bearings. 

So, hovering around the. current 
speed limit, we dial it up to 60 miles an 
hour (estimated, because * the 
speedometer cable broke at 869 miles, 
or about the 6th day) and immediately 
shut off the throttle, letting the engine 
compression blow us back to 50, then 
hard on again to 60 and repeat. This is 
the way the Triumph wants to be 
ridden, and it responds with a satisfying 
series of gallops and canters, 
accompanied by the most thrilling 
sound effects this side of Star Trek. 

On pavement, the Trophy’s manners 
are impeccable, tribute to its breeding 
on the British roads, Lean it fast into 
the turns and the clear warning of tire 
slippage is your safety limit. The 
Triumph never balks at a little pavement 
thrashing. 


After the pavement ends, this 
Triumph just keeps on truckin turnips. 
You hunt for the smoothest dirt you 
can find, because the bike is such a 
pleasant slider. What you do is you 
make it along about 30 or 40 miles per 
hour and you come to the place where 
you want to turn and you lean in, chop 
the throttle off quickly to set the rear 
wheel sliding, then dial it on around 
your turn, steering (controlling the rear 
wheel slide) with your throttle hand. 
It’s easier to do than it sounds with the 
Triumph. Its front wheel stays firmly 
pushed onto the ground no matter 
where your body is and its disposition is 
quite unlike the skitterish MX models 
we have grown accustomed to, 


If you want the front wheel to come 
up, to clear a ditch, say, or jump a log, 
you have to yank it up with all your 
might at low speeds, but it lightens 
progressively the faster it gets, 
which is another reason why Expert 
riders never seem to get tired. 


The 2.2 gallon tank holds enough gas 
for about 100 miles of fun and games 
and the oil consumption is negligible, 
There is a slight weepage around the left 
front rocker cover, otherwise the 


Trophy is oil-tight.

Six-Days and second place in 
World Trophy chase, the Triumph 
is little the worse for wear. It 
weighs exactly 319 Ibs. wet. 





The only damage to my Triumph 
after six days of battle in the Berkshire 
woods is one large ding in the steel front 
rim, a folded engine guard and a serious 
fork oil leak. The gearbox was almost 
out of oil when I got it, but no leakage 
has been discovered there; makes me 
think Lampkin ran it low on purpose, to 
extract the last ounce of horsepower (an 
old Harley-Davidson trick). And the 
drive chain and sprockets are about due 
for replacement. 

I love my Triumph. It is an enduro 
freak’s delight. It weighs just under 320 
Ibs. and is as dependable as a stone axe. I 
don’t know when, if ever, they'll start 
manufacturing Triumph twins again, but 
if you can get your hands on one, by all 
means, buy it. You can turn it into a 
Six-Days Trophy just like mine with a 
negligible investment of time and 
treasure. What you'll have is not only a 
splendid piece of history, but a modern, 
grownup toy that nothing else can 
match. p

The odds were stacked against 
three-times champion DeCoster from 
the start. He had to win both races, and 
keep Mikkola out of the top three. And 
without his teammate Gerrit Wolsink, 
he had little help. 

Wolsink’s injuries, suffered in 
Belgium the previous week, are still 
serious. Though X-rays showed he had 
no broken bones, he has internal 
bleeding, after being struck in. the 
stomach by his bars, and is under the 
after-effects of major concussion. Now 
out of the hospital, he is convalescing at 
home. 

German Willi Bauer, who looked like 
the strongest threat after last year’s 
showing ended a disastrous season by 
breaking his big toe when he caught it 
on a tree-stump in practice. 

Conditions were bad, with torrential 
overnight rain, and the densely-wooded 
course turned into a sticky quagmire. 
Aberg was fastest in practice, but 
another sensational Swede on the day 
was Christer Hammargren with a brand 
new Kawasaki motor slung lower in its 
frame. 

Chris got a flying start in the first 
moto, holding off DeCoster for the first 
lap, and then Aberg for four more. But 
he tired and fell back, admitting he was 
out of shape because he has failed to 
finish so many other races this season 
through machine trouble. But by the 
fifth lap, Mikkola was through too, 
from seventh place at the first turn, and 
he chopped off Aberg. The two rode 
hard and began to close the gap on 
DeCoster. Roger was definitely gassing 


it, but he came to a solid stop just two 
laps later. That was it — all over except 
for the shouting, and the Schnapps 
which left Heikki in no fit state to start 
the second race! 

The second race was purely 
academic, but it confirmed that Aberg 
has the Bultaco sorted out and flying. 
DeCoster, new engine and all, was trying 
to catch him and finish the season on a 
bright note — but he couldn’t do it. 

Adolf Weil led for nearly 
three-quarters of the race but began to 
tire, and Aberg swooped around him. 
Mikkola lost concentration and fell off in 
a big way but recovered to circulate 
some way back — so he was well out of 
the danger zone. 

All eyes were on DeCoster; after an 
indifferent start, he fought his way 
relentlessly past van Velthoven, then 
Weil and began to close on Aberg up 
front. In the closing stages they were 
side by side, but Bengt shut the door on 
him and they finished with just a bike’s 
length betwixt. e
